OBITUARY 

Mr. E. J. Duchesnay, Assistant General Superintendent 
of the Pacific Division of Canadian Pacific R. R., was 
killed by a falling rock while superintending the work of 
putting out a fire in a tunnel on the line near Vancouver, 
B. C., on Sept. 4. Mr, Duchesnay was 47 years of age. 

Mr. Patrick Touhy, for the past seven years Superin- 
tendent of the Denver Union Depot Co., died at Denver, 
Colo., on Sept. 3. Mr. Touhy was born in Ireland in 1839. 
He entered the service of the Union Pacific R. R. in 1868 
as Assistant Superintendent of the Ce'orado Division and 
was subsequently made Superintendent of the Colorado 
and New Mexico Division. 


Mr. George W. Carpenter, who for 36 years was Super- 
intendent of the water-works at Albany, N. Y., died last 
week in that city at the age of 90 years.
